The anniversary of the death of Theobald 


Wolfe Tone was the occasion of pilgrimages 
to his grave in Bodenstown Churchyard, 
County Kildare, yesterday.

At the outset Mr. Peter 
laid a wreath on the grave of Tone, 
three volleys were discharged by a 
firing party, and buglers sounded the '' Last 
Post.’’ há Hughes and party then passed 
to the adjacent field, in which the main body 
oi the troops had assembled, and here Mr. 
Hughes took the salute as the troops 
marched past. The men were then drawn up 
in review order in front of the Mai base, 
and Mr. Hughes, who stood on a platform 
surrounded by staff officers and members of 
the Executive Council, delivered a brief 
address. 

SPEECH BY MR. PETER HUGHES. 

Mr. Hughes said that it was fitting that 
the day’s tribute was paid bac by 
soldiers, for Tone himself was, first of all, a 
great soldier. Wolfe Tone in his time was 
pre-eminent in his understanding and appre- 
ciation of the elements of war as they affected 
Ireland, and he realised how Ireland's 
strategic position could be most thoroughly 
exploited in the national interest. Wolfe 
Tone had been described as a figure as 
menacing to the Empire with which he 
struggled as Hannibal was to Imperial Rome. 
Tone’s failure was a trick of Fate, after an 
astounding and almost unaparalleled personal 
effort. No one could appreciate the great- 
ness of that effort who had not closely 
studied the European, and especially the 
French, revolutionary position of that time. 
To have landed in France penniless, without 
friends, and to have succeeded in completing 
arrangements for a major, military expedi- 
tion with the Revolutionary Directory which 
was then engaged in concluding a civil war 
within, and embroiled with the whole of 
Europe in arms without, was a task the 
magnitude of which could not adequately be 
conceived. Carnot, the French politician, in 
his time, could, and did, size the —_ pro- 
portions of Tone. They to-day could merely 
guess at the strength of his personality and 
the capacity of his brain. His intrinsic mili- 
tary talent might be judged from the fact 
that he was appointed Adjutant-General to 
the great French Army of the Sambre and 
the Meuse, It was,’ therefore, fitting that 
Tone should be commemorated by his com- 
rades-in-arms of this generation. His example 
would be @ permanent source of inspiration 
and effort to those who bore arms for the 
State to-day, and to those who would suc- 
ceed them in the great duty of national 
defence.

CORK, Sunday. 

The second men’s and boys’ annual proces- 
sion of the Blessed Sacrament in honour of 
the Feast of Corpus Christi took place in Cork 
to-day. The first section left the Cathedral 
at three o’clock in radiant sunshine, and the 
route of the procession was made brilliant by 
hundreds of flags and streamers fluttering in 
the light breeze from roofs and windows.

IRISH BANKS AND THEIR 


- SUSTOMERS.- “i” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
_ 8tr,—Statements” having been made from 
tame to time at public meetings and in 
letters to the Press to the effect that the 
rates charged by the Irish banks for the 
accommodation uired by their customers 
compare unfavourably with the rates char 
in Great Britain, the Irish Banks’ Standing 
Committee have directed me to put the fol- 
lowing facts before you. 
The impression that the Irish banks charge 
their customers higher rates for advances 
than the rates charged in Great Britain is 
not justified by facts. Banking in Irelandiis 
conducted on terms at least as advantageous 
to the banks’ customers as banking in either 
England. or Scotland... It is quite possible 
that the false impression that. exigts arises 
from contrasting the “Irish Banks’ Rate” 
with the '“ Bank of England Rate.’ While 
the “ Irish Banks’. Rate.” applies to a con- 
siderable portion of the accommodation re- 
one the ciistomers of the Irish banks, 
the Bank of England Rate applies only to 
the. very “ finest” i id. cis presented 
for discount to the Bank of d by a 
customer who has been granted specified 
discount accommodation, after the most 
searching inquiry has been made as to his 
commercial standing. This paper is only 
accepted when it bears at least two addi- 
tional names of first-rate financial reputation 
in the City of London. This class of bill 
is seldom seen elsewhere than in London, 
and, if presented for discount to any of the 
Irish banks, would be discounted at the 
Bank of England Rate. The rates charged 
for all other advances by London and British | 
rovincial banks are always in excess of the 
nk of England rate.. Here it may be 
pointed out that loans on Government Stocks 
transferred, granted ‘by the Irish banks, are 
charged the current Bank of England Rate. 
It is the general practice elsewhere for the 
accommodation rageved by a customer to te 
granted by way of loan rather than by way 
of overdraft, the loan being taken in large 
amounts in anticipation of su vent require- 
ments, white at the same time a_ credit 
balance has to be maintained in the 
customers’ current account, against which 
no set-off for interest is allowed. The 
general practice of the Irish banks is to 
grant ‘advances by way of overdraft, the 
customer thus having the advantage of pay- 
ing interest only on the sum actually over- 
drawn at the close of business each day. 
Again, the customers of the Irish ban 
are exempt from various charges imposed in 
Great Britain. For instance, there is no 
fixed percentage charged on the total annual 
turnover. Further, no commission is charged 
for the collection of English, Scotch and 
Irish cheques. 
I trust the information afforded in this 
letter will correct any false impression that 
may have resulted has public pronounce- 
ments and letters of a misleading character.—

The Naval Conference. 


The Three Power Naval Conference, 
which has been summoned by the President 
of the United States, will hold its first 
meeting at Gerieva to-day. It is likely to 
be one of the most important assemblies 
of its kind that have been held since the 
war, and the keenest interest will be taken 
in its proceedings. The new conference is 
intended to complete the work that 
was begun by the Washington 
Conference five years ago. On that 
occasion, Britain, the United States, and 
Japan agreed to limit their navies, so far 
as capital ships were concerned, and to 
maintain the ratio of 5:5:3 between their 
fleets. France and Italy also were partias 
to this conference. While the problem of 
capital ships was settled, however, no 
restrictions were placed on the building 
either of cruisers or of submarines. 
Hardly had the agreement been signed 
when Japan and France started to build 
submarines in large numbers, and all the 
Powers gave orders for the construction of 


ratio is binding on the three principal 
Powers in respect of their capital ships, 
they can have as many cruisers and 
submarine craft as they choose to build. 
President Coolidge came to the conclusion 
some months ago that this condition of 
affairs was foreign to the spirit of the 
Washington Pact, and issued invitations 
to a mew conference for the purpose of 
extending the Washington ratio of all 
types of fighting vessels. France and 
Italy refused to attend the proposed 
conference on the ground that they were 
not prepared to accept any further 
restrictions. The whole project nearly 
collapsed as a result of their attitude, but 
a compromise was reached, and representa- 
tives of France and Italy. will be present 
at Geneva to-day in the pon-committal 
capacity of ‘‘ observers.’’ ' 

Britain and the United States agree in 
principle that further restrictions are 
necessary. For the moment the attitude 
of Japan is uncertain. There is amarked 
difference of opinion, however, between 
British and American experts concerning 
the form which the new restrictions ought 
‘to take. The Americans want to apply the 
Washington ratio to cruisers, but to make 
no change in their size. The British hold 
that their tonnage ought to be reduced 
considerably, but object to the proposal 
that cruisers should be limited in number 
to the 5:5:3 ratio. The day hag gone 
when Sir Andrew Freeport could boast 
that the sea was “the English Common.” 
Britain no longer enjoys naval supremacy ; 
yet, her need for a large and efficient fleet 
of cruisers is as great as ever it was. The 
British Navy exists for the purpose of pro- 
tecting commerce. Imperial trade routes, 
which encircle the globe, demand con- 
sistently strong cruiser squadrons to keep 
them safe for merchant shipping, and the 
Empire is scattered so widely that the con- 
tention that it has no need for a greater 
number of cruisers than the United States 
is absurd. The United States is a self- 
contained nation. comprising a large por- 
tion of a Continent. It is compact and 


should not enter or leave its ports for six 
months its citizens would suffer little 
more than temporary inconvenience. 
Britain, on the other hand, like Japan, is 
a small island, absolutely dependent on 
overseas supplies, and on the maintenance, 
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is one of the smallest in Europe, and her 
Air Force is far below the strength of 
her Continental neighbours. Even the 
United’ States has increased its relative 
strength enormously since 1914. Then 
the American Navy was half the size of 
the British establishment; now it is at 
least on terms of equality. None of the 
Continental Powers, with the exception 
of Germany, who had no choice in the 
matter, has done anything to restrict its 
fighting forces, Indeed, France by a recent 
law placed her whole citizenry under a 
rule of mobilisation. President Coolidge’s 
sincerity is beyond dispute; but we fear 
that Europe has not yet reached the stage 
at which disarmament can be regatded as 
a practical issue in its affairs.

The Itish Midlands. 


It has been said that. Ireland is a dull 
picture in a splendid frame. Noble moun- 


central plain which has been counted un- 
interesting. The older guide books— 
written when the jogging side-car was the 
principal means of locomotion for the 
sightseer—warn travellers to avoid large 
areas in the Midland Counties, as being 
only dull and melancholy stretches of bog. 
The Midlands, however, contain much that 
is peculiarly interesting, and with the 
coming of motor transport they ought to 
come into their own. The Bog of Allen, 
reaching from the marches of County 
Dublin right across the country to the 
Shannon, well might dismay the traveller 
of former times; but it can be traversed 
in an afternoon by the motorist. It is 
pleasant to drive through the mountains 
of the West, but there is pleasure of 
another sort in a swift journey over those 
high causeways which cross the purple 
and brown expanses, broken here and 
there by thin belts of trees where a few 
sparse acres have been reclaimed and 
sheltered. The eye ranges over vast dis- 
tances to where Slieve Bloom forms a 
dim wave on the horizon, and the 
motorist recalls, perhaps, the exhilarating, 
although equally flat, scenery of Nor- 
mandy. Towns and little villages, built 
on an occasional outcrop of the limestone 
floor of the central plain, sprinkle the 
bogland. Many places on the plain were 
famous in old times. Clonard, now but a 
well-watered meadow, once was a noted 
centre of Biblical learning. The green hill 
of Uisneach, which can be found on few 
maps, and is visited by few save the ex- 
cavating antiquaries who are at work there 
now, once was the meeting point of five 
provinces. At Killeigh, in the fifteenth 
century, Margaret O’Carroll dealt bounti- 
fully with a gathering of 2,700 and caused 
a census to be taken of the gentry of 
North Leinster. Killeigh now is a small 
and pretty village, and of the Abbey at 
which Margaret O’Carroll held her festival 
there exists but a.fragment. Road travel- 
ling in the Midlands is impeded by the 
extreme scarcity of signposts. The 
motorist will find it hard to journey from 
Mullingar to Athlone, or from Athlone to 
Tullamore, without many a halt at lonely 
crossings on those twisting roads. A 
few months ago we were promised that 
every county in the Free State would be 
equipped . adequately with signposts in 
time for the present motoring season ; but 
at present only part of the country has 
been supplied. The delay, perhaps, is due 
to the difficulty of preparing bilingual 
signs. -When, recently, the City Commis- 
sioners caused new street name-plates to

WAR HOSPITAL INCIDENT 
RECALLED. 


“The rigidity and soullessness of the State- 
controlled> institution were exemplified for 
many of us during the war, when the State 
ran the military hospitals,’’ said Dr. Graham 
Little, appealing for support for voluntary 
hospitals at a Service in St. Peters Church, 
Vere street, London, yesterday afternoon. — 

He related that, when acting as physician 
to one of these hospitals, he practised a form 
of treatment which required the use of drugs 
not included in the War Office schedule. The 
War Office protested against this practice. 
Dr. Little pointed out that by the use of the 
treatment he considered that the retention in 
Fospital of the patients so treated was about 
half as long as if that treatment weré with- 
held, and that it was both humane and 
economical to pursue it. : 

“T received the astounding instruction,” he 
continued, “that I might be allowed to use 
the treatment for officers, but not for 
privates, and it was only when I indicated 
quite firmly that I would rather resign my 
appointment than obey such a snobbish ruling 
that I was allowed my way.”

NEW FRENCH SYSTEM. 
PARIS, Saturday. 

The French telegraph service has decided 
to inaugurate a system by which urgent tele- 

rams may be sent to passengers travelling 

y certain expréss trains, At present 
number of trains is strictly limited, being 
confined to two trains on the P.L.M., two 
on the P.O., and four on the Est. If the 
innovation is a success this new convenience 
will doubtless be extended. 

Only telegrams at urgent rates may be sent, 
and they cannot be reply-paid. The number 
of the train and the class in which the 
passenger is travelling should be indicated, as 
a form of address, as well as the station to 
which the passenger has booked, so as to 
make sure that the “wire” is delivered 
before he, or she, leaves the train. 

The address would thus read, for example: 
“Mr. X., second-class, train 55, Limoges.” 
The telegram would either be handed to 
“Mr. X ' at a station by a railway official or, 
more probably en route, as the stops are not 
long. In cases where the addressee cannot be 
found the telegram will 
terminus and the sender will be advised. 
Such telegrams are naturally accepted only: at 
sender's risk, 

The system of telegrams addressed to 
passengers already exists to more or less un- 
official saree at the Channel ports, where 
rajlway als often walk up and down the 
platforms calling for such-and-such,a person, 
who has a telegram waiting for him, or her.

Imperial Education. 


The Imperial Education Conference, 
which will be opened by the Prince of 
Wales in London on Tuesday, is the third 
event of its kind.

TRADE WITH. RUSSIA. 


THE FACTS OF THE CASE, 

The Times, in a leading article, says :— 
Recent events suggest that the General 
Council of the Trades Union Congress are 
optimistic in the hope expressed in their latest 
manifesto that ‘‘ Russia will rise superior to 
retaliatory desires and play her full part in 
the establishment of peace, security and pro- 
gress amongst the nations.” But their view, 
that the British Government in breaking off 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet have 
deliberately jeopardised an important and 
growing trade, deserves at least to be 
examined. ‘How does this trade stand in fact, 
and what likelihood is there of any serious 
interruption or of any considerable develop- 
ment? That the expulsion of a handful of 
intriguing officials would make any marked 


difference to the volume of commerce 
between the two countries was, on 
the face of it, always improbable. 
It may for a time cause minor 


inconveniences, but the existence of commer- 
cial intercourse between the United States 
and Soviet Russia seems to show that diplo- 
matic representation is by no means necessary 
to trade relations. 

Business men in this country are not at all 
impressed so far by the blustering threats of 
the Soviet leaders to transfer their orders 
from Great Britain to Germany or elsewhere. 
The economic factors which condition Anglo- 
Russian trade remain unaltered, in short, by 
the diplomatic rupture, and it is not likely 
that even the Soviet Government will be .o 
stupid a; to place obstacles in the way of 
its own commercial convenience. An exami- 
nation of the present economic conditions in 
the Soviet Republics shows quite unmistak- 
ably that their trade with this country, 
though much diminished when compared with 
its volume before the war, is still of the 
most vital importance to their commerce.

35,000 DEAD. 


CROSS UNVEILED AT 
YPRES SALIENT. 
THE PLOEGSTEERT 

CEMETERY. — 
TABLET TO LONDON

YPRES, Sunday 

The Cross of Sacrifice and Memorial to 
the memory of the 35,000 officers and men 
of the British Empire who fell in the 
later actions in the Ypres Salient, and 
have no known graves, was unveiled in 
Tyne Cot Cemetery, Passchendaele, this 
morning by Captain G. J. C. Dycett, 
C.M.G. 

The Tyne Cot Cemetery lies just under 
the crest of the Passchendaele Ridge, an 
objective of the fighting in 1917. The 
crest commands a, view over the plains 
of Flanders to the North and Fast. The 
nucleus of the cemetery is.a few battle 
graves lyjng round the highest of several 
iron-concrete block-houses, which formed 
the centre of resistance in the fighting. 
A stepped platform of stone has heen 
built around and over the block-houses, 
and on the top has been erected the great 
war cross. 

THE MEMORIAL. . 

Behind the rows of graves has been 
built a high wall in the form of a great 
semi-circular apse, and, the great war 
stone ferms, as it were, an altar in the 
centre. ” On the stone are inscribed the 
words: “Their name liveth for evermore.” 
In the wall are set panels inscribed with 
the names of the 35,000 officers and men 
who fell on the Ypres battlefields, supple- 
menting those which have been inscribed 
on the Menin Gate at Ypres. A smaller 
semi-circular apse is consecrated to the 
New Zealand dead. 

Among those present at to-day’s ceremony 
were delegates from the British Empire 
Service League, the British Legion and 
the Imperial War Graves Commission, 
Colonel Goodland, the Burgomasters of 
Passchendaele and Zonnebeke, and a 
great number of people from the neigh- 
bouring villages. The Service, which was 
of a very simple character, began with 
the recitation of the “Our Father,” by 
the Rev. F. Molyneux, Chaplain of the 
New Zealand Division, after which the 
flags veiling the cross and the great stone 
were drawn aside in the -idst of a pro- 
found silence. The Chaplain then read 
the Prayer of Dedication consecrating the 
cross 
A TRIBUTE OF HOMAGE. 

Captain Dycett, the President of the 
Australian ex-Service Men’s Association, 
speaking on behalf of all former soldiers 
of the Empire, then said:—“ We are 
assembled here to-day to pay the tribute 
of our homage and gratitude to the tens 
of thousands of heroes who fell valiantly 
fighting in the Ypres Salient. This cross 
will preserve their mémory for ever.” 

Delegates of British ex-Service men's 
associations then sang the hymn, “Oh 
God, our help in ages past,” and the 
Chaplain blessed the cross.

\ear was the Wesley College War Memorial 
Chapel. It cost £7,000, and they now owed 
the bank only £1,200. 

The Rev. T. J. Irwin, Litt.D., Principal of 
Wesley. College, seconding the report, said 
that he was glad to say that for seventeen or 
eighteen years the balance had been on the 
right side. The last two years were the best 
in the history of the College. Numbers had 
been very well maintained, and the largest 
attendance occurred in the Jast year. The 
report of the Ministry of Education: on the 
College was most flattering, not only with 
regard to the etaff. but to education in the 
higher and lower classes. 

Referring to the Irish language, he said 
that there was a wrong impression abroad 
with regard to that question. Irish was not 
compulsory in eecondary schools. There was 
no student compelled to learn the language, 
it was optional, and would continue to be so. 
They were prepared to teach Irish to any hoy 
or girl who wanted to take the subject. Con- 
cluding, he paid a tribute to his predecessor, 
the Rev William Crawford, M.A., whom he 
described as a great Christian gentleman.

METHODIST COLLEGE, BELFAST. 

The report on the Methodist. Cotlege, 
Belfast, which also told of much success 
achieved during the year, was presented by 
Mr. L. H. Cullen, who moved its adoption; 
which was seconded by Mr. A. W. Metcalf. 

Professor Lindsay said that it was a matter 
for great congratulation to find that both of 
their secondary schools were in such 
a flourishing condition, and it was no small 
achievement to be able to carry on success- 
fully these two great schools, He assured 
them that in the North they regarded with 
the greatest possible pleasure the great suc- 
cess that had attended Wesley College in the 
vear that had passed. It was a record year 
as regarded prizes and academic successes. 
These successes covered a very wide field ; all 
departments had shared in the distinctions, 
and that was a very healthy. sign. | 

The situation in Northern Ireland as re- 
gards education was, that the Government 
was extremely sympathetic towards educa- 
tion, in which they embraced modern ideas. 
New schools were rapidly springing up, and, 
what was very important, the economic and 
financial ition há been very much im- 
proved, e salaries of teachers had been 
largely augmented and pensions had been 
secured for teachers. He mentioned the 
great work that the late Rev. R. M. Ker had 
done in connection with the Methodist Col- 
lege, and that there was on foot a movement 
to place some memorial to him in the college.

The report was adopted, as was also the 
report on the Theological Hall, Belfast, which 
was presented by the Rev. J. C. Robinson 
and the Rev. Alexander McCrae, and adopted. 

With regard to the separation of the 
Theological Hall from the Methodist College, 
Relfast, the Conference decided that in the

THE CONFERENCE SERMON. 


At the Sunday omg Service in Cen- 


tenary Church, the Rev, Russell Maltby, 
D.D., President, delivered the Conference 
sermon. Taking as the basis of his sermon 
the words: “ He that loveth father or mother 
more than Me is not worthy of Me; and he 
that loveth son or daughter more than Me 
is not worthy of Mé,” he said that these were 
the words of Jesus: like a sword they 
struck almost a blow in the face. They 
listened to these words and wondered that 
He had written them or used such 
language Christian people ought not to take 
them for granted: they were never intended 
to be taken for granted. If those words were 
put inte the mouth of anyone else except 
Jesus, they would appear to be lunacy, but 
when they put them to the lips of Christ it 
seemed that He had a right to use them, and 
no one else. 

He put Himself in front of subordinate 
loves, and in these words they had the claims 
on their loyalties in order to be loyal to Him. 
These words were reasonable, as He was 
always reasonable, and when He asked them 
to love Him better than father or mother, sor 
or daughter He was not asking them any- 
thing that they could not give.
